MOVES by Walsall’s High- 
gate Brewery to increase 
production have been wel¬ 
comed as a boost to the town. 

Steps to relaunch the Dav¬ 
enports brand into Birming¬ 
ham and maintain Highgate 
at its historic site in Walsall 
have been announced. 

It is hoped there will be 
long term benefits, possibly 
including more jobs at the 
Sandymount Road site, by 
the business increasing the 
number of beers it brews. 

National accounts direc¬ 
tor John Bartley said: “It 
will hopefully allow produc¬ 
tion to increase at Highgate 
Brewery. We will use the 
existing staff on both sites 
for now. It will probably be 
split half and half. 

Cask 

“It’s good news. I’m pretty 
excited. It’s another 
company. We can distribute 
wider and better.” 

Last month Mr Bartley 
announced there had been a 
50 per cent rise in cask ale 
sales over the past few 
months. 

He added: “Our new blond 
beer, Walsall Gold, is selling 
really well. It’s in 15 to 20 
local pubs. Our cask ale sales 
are increasing slightly. We 
are still doing okay.” 

Highgate Brewery, which 
is 113-years-old, was 
rescued from closure by new 
bosses about 19 months ago. 

Building marked 
for demolition 

THE final remnants of an 
arson-hit building in the 
heart of Walsall town centre 
are poised to be demolished 
within weeks, paving the 
way for regeneration. 

The remains of the former 
Beebee and Beebee Ltd 
building, next to the 140- 
year-old Jabez Cliff site, are 
expected to come down this 
month. 

Permission has been 
given to demolish the fire 
damaged two-storey block in 
Lower Forster Street by 
Walsall Council. 

Demolition of the main 
Jabez Cliff works has 
already been carried out fol¬ 
lowing a huge blaze which 
ripped into the building last 
August. 


DEMENTIA SIGNS 


Report by Mark Mudie 


MOVES to ask supermarket staff to look out for patients 
with dementia in Walsall have been backed by health and 
council chiefs. 


More than 2,000 people are estimated to have the disease but not been diagnosed in the 
borough. Of an estimated 3,450 people with dementia in Walsall, just 1,036 have been iden¬ 
tified by doctors, and steps to support those vulnerable have now been put forward. 

Members of the council’s health scrutiny committee are suggesting that shop and super¬ 
market staff should be trained to spot signs of the illness. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird has backed such an approach. He said: "Dementia can 
start at a very early age. We should all take a responsibility. Anybody who sees someone 
they feel is vulnerable should try and make contact with that individual." 

Michael Hurt, dementia care programme manager in Walsall, said there were plans in 
the pipeline to train supermarket and shop staff to have a better awareness of dementia. 


Major revamp 
set to create 
30 jobs at pub 

MORE than 30 new jobs will be created 
as part of the proposed revamp of a well- 
known Walsall pub after fresh plans 
were drawn up for its future. 

Bosses at Marstons Inns and Taverns pub 
chain have submitted new plans to remodel 
Farmer John’s in Aldridge Road, Streetly, as 
it seeks to become a more food-orientated 
venue. 

A new outdoor eating pergola area and 
children’s activity centre will be created 
under the plans unveiled this week. 

Upgrading 

It is hoped the move will increase the 
number of workers from seven to around 40 
full and part-time roles. 

Pub bosses say the plans involve a “com¬ 
prehensive upgrading” of the popular pub. 

Previous plans were unveiled to revamp 
the venue but these have now been replaced 
with the latest scheme. 

It will see the existing garden room shelter 
flattened and replaced with an open pergola 
area and a new children’s playground com¬ 
plete with an adventure trail made up of 
timber play equipment. 


It is in response to the Prime Minister’s 
challenge to develop dementia-friendly 
communities. 

He said there had been a number of 
improvements in services over the past 
12 months. A memory service which pro¬ 
vides early diagnosis and intervention 
and a new hospital liaison team compris¬ 
ing of a consultant psychiatrist and spe¬ 
cialist mental health nurses are amongst 
steps to help people with dementia. 

Services 

He said: "We are designing services 
which are people-focused rather than 
expecting people to fit in with our serv¬ 
ices." 

Figures show the number of people 
being diagnosed with dementia in the 
West Midlands has increased. 

The number diagnosed rose by 2,100 
over the last year from 25,600 to 27,700. 
But it is thought that there are 41,000 
people in the region that are living with 
the condition. 

In Sand well there has been a 3.7 per 
cent rise in the number of people being 
diagnosed with dementia, while there 
was a 1.9 per cent rise in Dudley. Wolver¬ 
hampton saw a 1.2 per cent increase. 

Walsall is a lowly 159th of 169 areas for 
diagnosis.

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Pair caught red-handed with smuggled cigarettes 


TWO Walsall men were caught 
red-handed after more than 
500,000 contraband cigarettes 
and 150kg of tobacco were 
smuggled into the UK from the 
Canary Islands in a shipping 
container. 

They were caught unloading the 
haul of Domingo and Gold Classic 
Spanish cigarettes and tobacco 
which was hidden under a load of 
furniture in Staffordshire. 


Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard how the container had been 
“sent to an address in Cannock. 

Arrested 

As the lorry from the docks in 
Felixstowe arrived, it was flagged 
down by Lee Field and directed to a 
service road off Walsall Road, where 
he and friend Peter Ankrett started 
transferring the cigarettes and 
tobacco into another container at 
the scene. 

The pair fled when passers-by 


investigated, prosecutor Michael 
Taylor told the court last week. 

Revenue and Customs officers 
had been keeping watch and 
arrested both men a few hundred 
yards down the road on May 25. The 
haul had evaded £262,545 VAT duty. 

Field, aged 34, owed £4,000 to 
“proper villains” who had brought 
him in to unload the contraband in a 
bid to pay off the debt. He had 
recruited 44-year-old Ankrett, who 
was to be paid £250 for his help. 


Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, 
said: “They were just hired labour¬ 
ers. Field caved into pressure after 
coming into contact with proper vil¬ 
lains.” 

Market trader Field from Fair 
Oaks Drive, Walsall, and Ankrett, of 
Water Reed Grove, both admitted 
the fraudulent evasion of duty. 

Field was jailed for 18 months. 
Ankrett was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order with 150 hours’ 
unpaid work and £150 costs. 


Jobless in borough face 
a tough quest for work 


THERE are just two jobs for every three 
working age adults in Walsall while almost 
half in some areas of the borough are claim¬ 
ing benefits, a new report has revealed. 

The council’s health scrutiny committee has been pre¬ 
sented with the stark findings of a wide-reaching review. 
Members have been warned they face a major challenge to 
bring Walsall in line with the rest of the West Midlands and 
country as a whole, with one in five adults in the town 
having no qualifications. 

Up to 45 per cent of adults living near Walsall town centre 
are on benefits. This compares to to four per cent in areas 
such as Streetly and Aldridge. 

Youth unemployment is a particular problem, with 15 per 
cent of 18 to 24-year-olds, or 3,530 people, out of work. The 
rate is almost double the national average of eight per cent. 


Church in 
talks over 
restoration 
and status 

A CHURCH in Willenhall is 
applying for Grade Il-listed 
building status. 

Leaders at Holy Trinity, in 
Short Heath, were are due to 
be discussing the plans 
during a meeting tonight 
(Thursday) at 7.45pm at the 
church. 

A restoration appeal to 
raise £65,000 was launched 
last year, and more than 
£4,000 has since been pulled 
in towards funding repairs 
to the building, which dates 
back to the 1850s. 

Church treasurer Roger 
Butt said: “Repairs are 
needed on the east end wall 
of the church. If we leave it 
any longer, it will end up 
crumbling. 

“The cost to fix the wall 
will be around £40,000 but 
we have been advised to 
raise £65,000 in case they 
find anything else needs 
fixing when they inspect the 
roof timbers. We want to 
apply to get the building 
Grade II listed.” 


The report states: “There 
are too few jobs available for 
local people to access. 
Walsall is home to around 
7,500 businesses - a short¬ 
age of 2,000 compared with 
the national average per size 
of adult population - and 
this means there are only 
0.66 jobs per working age 
person compared to 0.78 
nationally. 

Transformed 

“Long-term unemploy¬ 
ment in the 18-24 age group 
is becoming an increasing 
issue - in September 2005, 
17 per cent of Walsall’s job¬ 
seekers allow-ance recipi¬ 
ents had been claiming for 
more than six months. By 
September 2011 this had 
risen to 37 per cent.” 

Regeneration boss, 
borough councillor Adrian 
Andrew, said Walsall would 
be transformed for the 
better in the next couple of 
years. “We have got a lot of 
processes in place to deal 
with this,” he said. 

“Through Walsall Works, 
we are making a £2 million 
investment getting 550 
young people into proper 
apprenticeships. We are sup¬ 
porting businesses through 
the Enterprise Zone and we 
are bidding for £6.5m of 
European money to expand 
business space.”

Corrupt 
IT boss 
will have 
to pay up 

£ 8,600 

THE CORRUPT IT 
manager of a metal company 
took almost £7,500 worth of 
TVs and computers as incen¬ 
tives to give business to a 
supply firm, a court was told. 

The backhanders were 
hidden in invoices for the 
work and were unwittingly 
paid by Impalloy, who 
employed him at its base in 
Willenhall Road, Bloxwich. 

Rajeev Soni gave AAG 
Systems details of goods he 
wanted in exchange for 
ordering equipment from 
them, prosecutor Iain Willis 
told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. The 37- 
year-old sold some items 
and kept the rest for himself. 

Soni was appointed IT 
manager at Impalloy in 2006 
and was in charge of all con¬ 
tracts and invoices. 

Mr Willis said: “AAG was 
very keen to do business and 
he made it clear from the 
outset that he wanted to 
receive incentives from 
them. The free gifts were 
then disguised in invoices 
covering legitimate orders. 

Computers 

“Impalloy was paying for 
goods it did not see. These 
were delivered to the home 
of the defendant or other 
addresses specified by him.” 

Soni collected £7,400 of 
goods in two months 
between May and July 2009. 
They included three TVs, 
computers, phones and a 
remote controlled toy heli¬ 
copter. The parent company 
of AAG discovered what was 
happening and tipped off 
Impalloy, who called police. 

Mr Willis said AAG 
appeared to have been sanc¬ 
tioning what was going on 
but it had not beenpossible 
to discover any individual 
responsible at the firm. 

Soni, now of Westfield 
Grove, Derby, will have 
repay all the stolen £7,400. 
He admitted theft from his 
employer and received a 12 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended under supervision 
for two years with 200 hours 
unpaid work and £1,200 
costs.

A DOG owner has been 
ordered to pay compensa¬ 
tion after admitting that his 
pet was out of control when 
it bit a young girl in Walsall. 

Dean Kingdon, aged 29, 
had let his pit bull-type dog 
off the lead at a block of flats 
when it pounced on the five- 
year-old child and bit her, 
Walsall Magistrates Court 
heard. 

District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson told Kingdon that 
he was “cowardly and despi¬ 
cable” for walking off 
without checking what had 
happened after hearing 
screams. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, 
prosecuting, said the inci¬ 
dent happened as the girl 
was leaving her flat with her 
mother, who was locking up. 

“The dog runs up to her 
daughter, barking,” he said. 
“It jumps up to her daugh¬ 
ter, causing her to fall over.” 

The girl suffered a bite 
mark to her rib area and a 
graze on her arm. 

Kingdon, of Wednesbury 
Road, Caldmore, admitted 
allowing a dog to be danger¬ 
ously out of control in a 
public place and failing to 
surrender to police bail. 

Muzzled 

Mr David Grice, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the dog was usually 
kept on a leash. 

The court heard the dog 
will hsve to be muzzled and 
kept on a leash in a public 
place, micro-chipped, tat¬ 
tooed, spayed, insured and 
undergo five hours training. 

Kingdon was handed a 
three-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 
months, and a one-month 
curfew order and ordered to 
pay £250 compensation and 
£200 costs. 

Curry mix up 
proves costly 

A BALTI restaurant in 
Brownhills has been hit with 
a bill of £1,800 after selling a 
curry that contained the 
wrong meat. 

The balti lamb tikka curry 
dish contained beef, Walsall 
Magistrates Court were told. 
It came after council trading 
standards carried out a test 
purchase and subsequent 
inspection at Balti Garden 
in High Street last year. 

Boss Sufi Miah, aged 42, of 
Balsall Heath, Birmingham, 
said the chef who had failed 
to correctly mark up the food 
has been dismissed. 

He insisted new proce¬ 
dures had been introduced 
since, including a shelving 
system for the meats. Magis¬ 
trates ordered Miah pay a 
£350 fine, costs of £1,460 
and £15 victim surcharge. 


Former champion dies, 75 


A FORMER golf champion and steel company direc¬ 
tor has died aged 75. Alan Smith had been exten¬ 
sively involved in the sport since his childhood. 

He was a Staffordshire Open Golf champion, having 
joined his first club, Bloxwich, at the age of nine. Mr Smith 
soon showed promise, eventually playing for England Boys’ 
youth team. He won the Staffordshire Open Championship 
three times in the early 1970s. 

Trophy 

Mr Smith became captain of Staffordshire County Golf in 
1973. He was awarded the Len Turner Trophy for outstand¬ 
ing contribution to the Staffordshire Union of Golf Clubs in 
1991. 

His home club was Walsall where he was captain for 1974 


and 1975. He continued to play in county and national 
events, and married Anne, a former international golfer, in 
1978. 

Mr Smith and his brother John were directors of HG 
Smith Steel Fabrications in St Anne’s Road, Willenhall, a 
company begun by their father Herbert who drowned when 
Mr Smith was 12. 

When Mr Smith retired in 1990 he and his wife continued 
their playing together in team events. Following a major 
stroke in December, Mr Smith died on April 19. 

As well as Mrs Smith he leaves a daughter and stepson. 
The funeral was being held yesterday (Wednesday) at 
Broadway United Reformed Church, Walsall, followed by 
private cremation. A donation page has been set up at 
www.bmycharity.com/alansmith.

In mitigation, Mr Mark Hemming said Turner checked 
into the hotel following an argument with his father 
because he had nowhere else to stay. 

Turner was handed a 12-month community order and 
told to carry out 100 hours’ unpaid work, pay £1,183.14 
compensation and £85 in costs.

Talbot, aged 21, was found 
hiding in a garden. 

Mrs Smith said Talbot’s 
car keys were found on him 
and officers discovered com¬ 
mercial fireworks inside the 
vehicle. 

Talbot told police he had 
driven to the train station to 
meet friends who had been 
to the football match at 
Banks’s Stadium. 

“He said he intended to 


set the firework off as a prac¬ 
tical joke,” Mrs Smith 
added. 

He had launched the fire¬ 
work in the direction of his 
friends but other people 
were stood nearby. No-one 
was injured. Talbot, of Victo¬ 
ria Avenue, admitted endan¬ 
gering the safety of a person 
conveyed by railway on April 
7. In mitigation, Mr Khalid 
Waheed said: “He accepts 
his behaviour was extremely 
irresponsible and reckless.” 

Talbot was given a 12- 
week prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. He 
must carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work and pay £85 
costs.

Music mogul proves you 
can follow your dreams 


Walsall-born record producer Steve 
Jenkins talks to MARK ANDREWS as 
he launches his autobiography

STEVE Jenkins is one of the most 
powerful figures in the music 
industry. 

He was managing director of the world’s 
largest independent record label, and he 
helped discover Britney Spears. 

His partnership with Coventry-born Pete 
Waterman led to the production of some of 
the biggest selling albums of all time. 

And it all began at Walsall’s long-demol¬ 
ished George Hotel, sometime around 1970. 

For a few brief moments, Steve pauses to 
relive his youth. He casts a wistful gaze as he 
recalls how his life changed the day the Radio 
1 Roadshow came to town, his hands move 
quickly as he tries to recapture the moment. 

“I can still see myself there now, I was 
leaning against the back wall, and Emperor 
Rosko was on the stage with his two turnta¬ 
bles. 

“I was about 14 or 15, and that was defi¬ 
nitely the moment I wanted to be a DJ. “I saw 
the lights, the radio presenters running 
around. I had never seen anything like that 
before.” 

teve, now 56, returned to his home town 
this week for the launch of his autobiography 
The Future Is In The Past, published by 
Anchor Print Group and available online via 
Amazon. The bookwas launched at the 
town’s New Art Gallery last week. 

Like virtually every youngster of a certain 
generation, his formative years were spent 
listening to different sounds on the Dansette 
record player at his home in Bloxwich. 

“Probably from around 10 years of age, I 
had two loves, music and football,” he says. 

“I tried for a long time to perfect Cliff 
Richard’s quiff, lashing on Brylcreem to hold 
the creation in place. 

Beatles 

“My first album my father bought me for 
my 10th birthday, it was Please Please Me by 
The Beatles -1 think that was another critical 
moment.” 

As soon as he decided music was going to be 
his true vocation in life, the next stage was to 
make it a reality. 

“I knew I had to amass a record collection, 
and I had to buy some equipment to perform 
with,” says Steve. “I worked four nights a 
week on the petrol pumps at the Mobil garage 
by the Arboretum, and in the day time I got 
myself a job in Kwik Fit. 

“On Saturdays I worked in my father’s 
shop, the shoe department of the Walsall Co¬ 
op in Bridge Street, and by the age of 17 I 
managed to buy a Vauxhall Victor estate and 
some DJ equipment. 

“My first gig was at Pelsall Community 
Centre, and the fee that I would have been 
aid was £6, but they gave me an extra £2 for 
eing very good. 

“That taught me you should always do your 
very best.” 

As his name became known, he found 
himself working the many pubs and clubs 
that were popular on the disco scene in the 
1970s. 

“They were very happy times, I was doing 
exactly what I wanted to do, you used to be 
able to chat a bit between the records in those 
days.” 

He hoped to become a broadcaster, working 
in radio, but found it tough getting a break, 
and in 1973 he decided to try his hand 


working in the record industry as a 
regional promotions manager. 

At first he was a little unsure - “I didn’t 
see music as a commodity, I was an enter¬ 
tainer” - but he quickly changed his 
mind. “When you’ve got your own record 
to promote, when you see the radio play 
you have secured affects the position, and 
then a television appearance affects the 
position, and you see it rising up the 
charts, that becomes addictive.” 

His first hit record was the re-release of 
the Small Faces’ Itchycoo Park, peaking 
at No 8 in January, 1975. His first No 1 
came two years later, when he guided Leo 
Sayer’s When I Need You to the top spot. 

He says one of the high spots of his 
career was discovering Britney Spears, 
while he was managing director of Jive 
Records in 1997. 

“We had sat on Baby One More Time 


for two years, we knew it would be a hit 
but we hadn’t found the right artist to 
record it,” he recalls. “Britney came to 
audition for us, she was with the Mickey 
Mouse Club at that time. She was perfect 
for that record, we knew she was right.” 

At the moment he is busy promoting 
the comeback tours for Steps and The 
Backstreet Boys, and through all that 
time he never lost sight of his other love 
of football. 

Saddlers 

Steve has been a devoted Saddlers fan 
ever since his grandfather first took him 
to Fellows Park at the age of eight. 

At the height of his career he would fly 
from Los Angeles or New York to watch 
his beloved side play. He introduced 
friend Peter Waterman to the Saddlers in 
the 1980s, and says the campaign to 


promote Steps’ album in the ‘90s was 
almost entirely devised in the back of a 
car on the way to games. 

He has never lost his love of his home 
town, either. A former pupil of Joseph 
Leckie School and Walsall Technical 
College, he says apart from the times 
when he was working in the US, not a 
month has gone by when he hasn’t 
returned to his home town. 

“I moved away to pursue my career, but 
I never wanted to leave Walsall, that’s 
why I keep coming back,” he says. “In my 
heart I still live here.” 

He hopes his story will also encourage 
youngsters to chase their dreams. 

“It can be a rough road, I’ve had my ups 
and downs but at least when you have the 
downs you are doing what you believe in. 

“I hope I can inspire kids to follow their 
dream. I know that’s what I did.”

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Man found 
with drain 
covers gets 
supervision 

A MAN from Walsall who 
was caught by police fleeing 
from a van containing 
£7,500 worth of stolen drain 
covers has been given a 12- 
month supervision order. 

Amos Price fled from the 
van containing 15 drain 
covers belonging to Walsall 
Council. 

Maggie Meakin, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Walsall Magistrates 
that Price was in the van 
with another man on March 
19 at around 4am when the 
police decided to pull over 
the vehicle in Bloxwich 
Road. 

Ms Meakin said, despite 
police putting on their blue 
lights, the van failed to stop 
until Proffitt Street, when 
the two man ran away.” 

The police apprehended 
the men and found 15 drain 
covers inside the van. 

Price, aged 22, of Leckie 
Road, pleaded not guilty to 
handling stolen goods but 
was found guilty. 

Sheila Hicklin, defending, 
insisted Price had no knowl¬ 
edge of the drain covers. 

She told the court that he 
had spent the evening at his 
girlfriend’s address and 
that, at around 4am, he went 
outside to smoke. 

She said he took shelter in 
a van which pulled up as he 
finished his cigarette. The 
vehicle then sped off. 

He was given a commu¬ 
nity order, a 12-month 
supervision order, and 
ordered to do 20 hours of 
unpaid community service, 
with £310 costs. 

Trainee manager 
stole from safe 
at petrol station 

A TRAINEE manager stole 
more then £15,000 from a 
Walsall petrol station. Majid 
Hussain, of Alum Rock, had 
been left in charge at the 
Shell Bluecoat garage in the 
town centre. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that £15,145 
went missing from the safe. 

Mr Warren Stanier, prose¬ 
cuting, said CCTV footage 
was checked and Hussain 
was seen in the early hours 
by the safe, another member 
of staff was found to be open. 

Hours later a relative of 
Hussain’s arrived and he 
handed over £7,000 in cash. 

Hussain told police he had 
stolen the money because of 
his gambling addiction. 

Hussain, aged 26, of Dorl- 
cote Road, admitted theft. 
He was ordered to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work and 
placed on supervision for a 
year. He faces a hearing 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 
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Jail sentence for thugs not long enough, says mother

THE PRISON sentences given to 
Neil Hickman and Myles Holder, 
who wrecked the life of an inno¬ 
cent teenage, have been criticised 
by the victim’s mother. 

Jake Jarvis spent 18 days in inten¬ 
sive care and two months in hospital 
following the attack on New Year’s Eve 
outside The Royal Oak in Portobello, 
when a bottle was smashed on his head 
and he was stamped on. 

Hickman and Holder, both 23, were 
jailed for seven-and-a-half and two- 
and-a-half years respectively. 

Mr Jarvis’s mother Sharon McEntee 


from Great Barr said it was “not long 
enough for what they have done”. 

“It has caused lasting damage to my 
son. He will be carrying the after¬ 
effects of this for the rest of his life.” 

Brutality 

Mr Jarvis, aged 19 from Darlaston, 
suffered head injuries that has left him 
unable to use either his right arm or 
move his right leg below the knee. 

West Midlands Police Detective Ser¬ 
geant Steve Walters, who investigated 
the case, said: “He is a good lad with a 
lot to live for but that life has been per¬ 
manently damaged by the mindless 
brutality of his attackers.” 


Mr Jarvis was beaten up while 
waiting for a taxi home with other New 
Year revellers at 4am. He suffered 
severe depressed fractures of the skull 
and two injuries of the brain after 
Hickman hurled a vodka bottle at his 
head. His head was also kicked by 
Hickman and stamped on by Holder 
Hickman, of Clarence Road, Bilston, 
admitted wounding with intent. 
Holder, of Vaughan Road, Portobello, 
pleaded guilty to grievous bodily harm. 

Judge John Warner told the court: 
“This was a dreadful attack that has 
had appalling consequences. His life 
has been blighted.”

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Public views sought on 
plans for better roads 


A PUBLIC consultation is to be 
carried out over road improve¬ 
ment plans on a busy Darlaston 
route plagued by speeding 
drivers. 

The A462 Midland Road has been ear¬ 
marked for work between Bilston Lane and 
The Green following concerns from resi¬ 
dents about accidents. 

Around £15,000 is expected to be spent 
along Midland Road leading onto Owen 
Road on road markings, signs, surface work 
and reducing the carriageway via cycle 
lanes. 

Steve Pretty, head of service for engineer¬ 
ing and transportation, said: Midland Road 
has been identified as a Local Safety Scheme 
and has been prioritised for construction 
during this financial year April 2012 to 
March 2013. 

Crossing 

“The scheme is currently being developed 
to a stage that will permit public consulta¬ 
tion. It is likely that the scheme will propose 
cycle lanes along Midland Road to support 
cycling along the route, introduce crossing 
points to assist pedestrians in crossing the 
road and seek to improve signing and lining 
along the length.” 

More than £100,000 has also been sug¬ 
gested for a second scheme on The Green 
although this is unlikely to go-ahead this 
year.

A TEACHING assistant has boosted 
the coffers of a charity supporting 
hospice care throughout the UK by 
running in the London Marathon.

BUSINESS boosting plans drawn 
up to revitalise Walsall’s economy 
- which include a new app for 
phones and computers - are now 
to be considered by the council 
cabinet. 

Working groups have studied ways of 
encouraging the launch and growth of new 
businesses, making a series of recommenda¬ 
tions as a result. They were approved by the 
council’s regeneration scrutiny and per¬ 
formance panel, with members saying they 
intend to keep the matter under review. 

It comes after a report to the committee 
revealed half of firms set up in the borough 
fail within four years and business creation 
and survival rates are falling behind the 
national average. 

Suggestions 

Two working groups were set up last year 
after the panel heard about Walsall’s poor 
economic performance. 

Chairman of the scrutiny panel, Council¬ 
lor Ian Shires, said suggestions to boost the 
economy included developing an app for 
smart phones and tablet computers. 

He said it would point people with busi¬ 
ness ideas in the right direction, while offer¬ 
ing firms advice in areas like taking on 
apprentices and expansion. “It would be a 
smart way of doing business,” he said. 

“This is all ongoing. We want to develop 
this. There’s going to be a review in six 
months time.” 

He said making sure people were skilled 
for the roles being created in Walsall was 
important. 

Councillor Shires added: “Jaguar Land 
Rover on the i54 site is creating a lot of 
industry with high end jobs. We need to 
make sure we have got the skill sets that are 
needed.” 

Councillor Dennis Anson said it was 
important to encourage young people to 
train for jobs in engineering and manufac¬ 
turing roles.

Severn Trent blame 
sewage flooding 
misery on blockages 


MORE than £250,000 is being 
spent on tackling sewage flood¬ 
ing in Streetly after gardens were 
left covered in up to six inches of 
water. 

One family has suffered 18 floods in just 
over a decade despite not being connected to 
the main system, with the most recent hap¬ 
pening in March. 

Alison Owen and her husband Paul of 
Daneways Close returned from holiday to 
find the sewage in their back garden, which 
had flowed through a side passage to the 
front lawn. 


Severn Trent Water are now working to 
clear the blockage and blamed residents in 
the area for flushing rags down the sewer. 

It is the latest problem in the Streetly area 
after a burst water pipe left 150 homes in the 
Blackwood Estate area under 3ft of water 
last year. 

Some families who have already spent 
months away say it may be up to another six 
months until work is completed. 

Mrs Owen, aged 50, of Daneways Close, 
said: “We have had problems since we 
moved in, and when it happens it stinks and 
is disgusting. 

“It has been close to the house before and 


last time it was six inches high 
with the stench unbearable. 

Strain 

“We haven’t been able to do 
anything with the garden as we 
don’t know when it is going to 
happen.” 

She added a number of apart¬ 
ments have gone up on the sites 
of former detached homes, 
putting extra strain on the 
system. 

Severn Trent says it will have 
to dig 40 feet down to get to the 
blockage. 

Work is due to take place in the 
adjacent Manor Road and cost 
£250,000 to remove, with bosses 
insisting it could have been 
avoided if items were disposed of 
correctly. 

Jo Morris, customer operations 
manager for the area, said: “Like 
a lot of customers in the area, we 
are disappointed that people are 
still disposing of their items like 
this.

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25 tons Of 
rubbish is 
cleared out 
of the canal 


MORE than 25 tons of rubbish includ¬ 
ing a toilet, mopeds, road signs and 
shopping trolleys were fished out of 
the water during a clean-up of the 
Walsall canal network. 

The clean-up of over 10 miles of the waterways 
was carried out by more than 200 volunteers. 

Specialist grappling irons were used to scrape 
to the bottom of both the Walsall Canal and 
Wyrley and Essington stretch.

Among the volunteers were youngsters from 
the Foundation Learning Programme at 
Bloxwich Community Partnership’s Electric 
Palace, who were recruited to clean towpaths and 
remove debris on a 10-mile stretch of canal which 
circles the borough. 

Louise Davies, a learner on the Foundation 
Learning programme, was one of those taking 
part. “I had a good time, it was messy but fun, it 
was nice to do something to help other people," 
she said. 

Spokesman Dave Pearson said the two-day 
event gave people the chance to learn more about 
local waterways while encouraging pride in the 
community.

Coal and bricks vital to 
growth of Walsall wood 


WALSALL Wood is a village 
on the main road between 
Walsall and Brownhills. 

Before the 1880s, it was on the outer 
edges of Cannock Wood, the earliest 
recorded community being at Bullings 
Heath, now the junction of Green 
Lane and Hall Lane. 

Coppice Wood was originally 
Goblin’s Pit Wood, where limestone 
was mined to the early 1800s. 

Part of the Daw End Branch of the 
Wyrley and Essington Canal reached 
Walsall Wood during the 1800s, trans¬ 
porting coal and raw materials for the 
iron and steel industries of surround¬ 
ing Black Country towns. 

In 1841 Walsall Wood’s population 
was 900, mainly home-based nail and 
chain makers, plus boatmen and 
brickmakers. Brickmaking was an 
important local industry, at one time 
six large brickyards produced the 
famous Staffordshire Blue Bricks. 

By 1851, the population was 1,142, 
mainly due to miners working

Shelfield Colliery. Between 1871 and 
1891, when Walsall Wood Colliery 
opened and expanded, it rose to 3,242. 
At this time a police station, gas and 
sewage works, plus a post office were 
established to serve the growing com¬ 
munity. 

Coalfield 

When sunk in 1874, Walsall Wood 
Colliery’s shafts were the deepest in 
Cannock Chase Coalfield. In the late 
1800s they took over the Pelsall Coal 
and Iron Company but the mine 
closed in 1964 due to exhaustion of 
economic reserves. 

A freight railway operated between 
1882 and 1962, and a passenger line 
operated from a station off Lichfield 
Road from 1884 to 1930. Trams 
between Walsall and Walsall Wood 


were introduced in 1904, replaced by 
buses in 1927. 

Serving what was primarily a 
mining community, St John’s parish 
church has on display a miners lamp 
inscribed with the names of victims of 
the 1930 Grove Pit Disaster, and a 
stained glass window dedicated to 
local miners. 

In 1966 Walsall Wood became part of 
Aldridge-Brownhills Urban District 
and underwent considerable develop¬ 
ment. The ‘Wood’ renewed its ancient 
connection with Walsall in 1974, when 
the village left Staffordshire, becom¬ 
ing part of the new Walsall Metropoli¬ 
tan Borough.

Improving your kitchen doesn’t 
have to be a big and expensive 
job, says Julia Gray. Follow her 
top tips for a quick and easy fix 

IT’S often said that the 
kitchen is the room most 
likely to persuade you to buy 
a property - or the room most 
likely to put you off, depend¬ 
ing on what it’s like. 

So it goes without saying that if 
you’re considering putting your home 
on the market, it pays to make sure the 
kitchen is up to scratch. 

Even if you’re not selling, an attrac¬ 
tive, well-organised and functional 
kitchen adds to the value of your home 
and makes it nicer to live in. 

Of course, the thing about new 
kitchens is that they cost money - lots 
of it. 

Gutting the room and starting from 
scratch is a great way to create your 
dream kitchen, but only if you have the 
cash and time and are prepared to put 
up with the disruption. 

If you want a quick fix, however, 
there are lots of inexpensive things you 
can do to make your kitchen work and 
look better. 

The obvious starting point is 
repainting the walls and ceiling, but 
changing the unit doors is also easy to 
do - B&Q has a good selection of doors. 

You could even fit (or get a carpenter 
to fit) a new worktop — try eBay for 
inexpensive wooden ones. 

Retiling the walls (or painting the 
existing tiles) and laying new flooring 
will make a big difference, too.

If there isn’t, maybe a slimline table 
or breakfast bar will give you more 
workspace and still allow you to move 
around the room easily? 

Display 

Billing your kitchen as a kitchen- 
diner when selling your home is a big 
plus. 

Hinged tables that fold flat against 
the wall when not in use are a great 
idea if space is tight - try the Bjursta or 
the Norberg, both £29 each, Ikea. 

Got nice glasses, crockery and pots 
and pans? Fit shelves to display them 
on - floating shelves are still fashion¬ 


able. This gets them out of the cup¬ 
boards, freeing up space, and you can 
make a nice display out of them. 

Alternatively, saucepans and uten¬ 
sils can be hung from wooden or metal 
hanging or wall rails to get them out of 
the way. 

If your kitchen has high ceilings and 
you’re happy to change the wall units, 
invest in extra tall ones. 

Failing that, stack attractive baskets 
or boxes on top of the existing wall 
units to make the most of the space. 
However, don’t store anything heavy 
up there. 

When you’re replacing a kitchen, it’s 
easy to incorporate clever design ideas 
for awkward and small spaces, but if 
you’re making the best of what you’ve 
got, it pays to think laterally, especially 
when selling your home.

city Skoda is the perfect car for families 


“THIS is the biggest-growing 
segment in Europe,” notes 
Jurgen Stackmann enthusiasti¬ 
cally over dinner. 

He should know, being on the board of 
directors in charge of sales and marketing 



At 3.5m in length, the Citigo is ideal for 
negotiating narrow city streets 


at Skoda, the Volkswagen-owned Czech 
brand. 

Stackmann is referring to this new AO 
grouping of entry-level small cars that his 
firm’s new Citigo car will fit into. 

It marks the carmaker’s entry into this 
tiny city commuter car category, from 
where it hopes to tap a broader market. 

According to Skoda research, we are 
returning to life in the urban jungle. And to 
survive, which generally means getting 
from A to B, requires a car like the Citigo. 

The name, as you’ve probably noted, 
leaves little ambiguity about the position¬ 
ing of this car. 

At the pinnacle of this untapped market, 
Stackmann earnestly tells me, is the wife of 
a young urban family - someone like mine, 
he notes. 

They have a couple of kids and the family 
may have a couple of cars but the wife 
prefers a run-around like the Citigo that is 
small, safe and practical for the school and 


shopping run. Skoda prides itself on safety 
and this car - alongside its siblings the VW 
Up! and Seat Mii - has a four-star Euro 
NCAP safety rating. 

Earlier that morning we were flown to 
Portugal’s capital, Lisbon, to test the 
Citigo. 

We drove out of the city, up the moun¬ 
tains, zig-zagged through snaky country 
lanes, and returned to the city. 

Despite its small stature and equally 
small engine, the Citigo can handle itself. 
So it is more than just a city car - the Citigo 
will be comfortable in hilly suburbs too. 

Overcrowded 

It is, admittedly, particularly happy in its 
natural habitant, the dense overcrowded 
city centre - in this case, cobbled narrow 
roads, where the Citigo’s length of 3.5m is 
a life saver. 

This being friendly Skoda, the lack of 
brand aggression also means other road 
users are happy to let us merge lanes - at 
times almost motioning us to overtake! 

I’m impressed by the thoughtful design 
features in the cabin, - unashamedly aimed 


at a female buyer - including a brilliant 
mobile phone holder above the gear lever 
that is at once so simple in its design and yet 
so practical that I’m amazed other manu¬ 
facturers haven’t caught on. 

Other intuitive features include netting 
in the compact 251-litre boot to secure 
smaller luggage and shopping bags. 

Stackmann jokes that the engineering 
team put netting wherever they could. 

Sounds silly but such a simple stretchy 
material is ideal for securing belongings 
without adding much weight to the car. 
Even the front cup/bottle holders, mounted 
to the inner sides of the driver and pas¬ 
senger seats, are made of netting. 

You can opt for an automatic 
transmission, full-length 
opening glass roof, heatei 
seats, park assist, and the 
handy compact Navigon 
navigation and infotain¬ 
ment system that is also 
offered on the VW Up! 

Like its VW and Seat 
siblings, the Citigo is a 
car for the 21st century. 


Being fuel-efficient, it won’t damage the 
environment significantly, its diminutive 
size is ideal for current commuting pat¬ 
terns, and in the megacities of the future, it 
won’t take up too much space. 

These may sound like silly trivial 
notions, but as a world we are urbanising at 
an alarming rate and overcrowded cities 
don’t cope well with oversized cars.

80 years 
of safety 
is a Gem 
of driving 

ROAD safety organisation and breakdown 
cover provider GEM Motoring Assist is cele¬ 
brating its 80 th anniversary and 80 years of 
road safety campaigning. 

Formed in 1932 to champion 
road safety, GEM now supports 
conferences, award schemes and 
research. GEM continues to 
back national and local road 
safety campaigns, donating 
equipment for training, assess¬ 
ment and vision screening, and 
producing free motoring advice 
and road safety leaflets and 
videos. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “The legend has 
it that our founder was involved 
in a ‘near miss’ with a young 
man in a sports car in 1932 and 
in response, a group of friends 
formed a club to encourage 
Care, Courtesy and Concentra¬ 
tion on the roads, to reduce the 
growing accident toll ... and so 
the Company of Veteran FlfSt 60111011 
Motorists was born. 

“There have been many motoring changes in our 80 years 
and we have played our part. From drink-driving and 
motorway speed limits to lighter evenings and driving with 
pets, we have moved with the times, but our aim is still the 
same: to keep motorists as safe as possible on the road.” 

To mark the occasion, GEM has found vintage cars, one 
from each of the last eight decades and will take them for a 
drive around the Newhouse Estate in Wiltshire. An article 
about the drive will appear in the next issue of GEM’s mag¬ 
azine Good Motoring. The piece will look at road safety facts 
and figures from the past 80 years. 

“It is really interesting to see in which decade new laws 
were introduced to make the roads safer for drivers and 
reduce accident rates,” Mr Williams said. “For example, in 
1958 Volvo was the first to introduce the seatbelt, but it 
wasn’t until 1983 that it became compulsory to wear one in 
the UK when in the front seat; something which is second 
nature to us these days.” 

Road safety history: 

1932 The Company of Veteran Motorists is founded, a 
year after the publication of the first Highway Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is imposed in built-up areas. Zebra 
crossings are introduced. New drivers have to pass a test. 

1935 There are 35 million vehicles on the world’s roads. 
A 30mph speed limit is introduced for towns and villages. 

1939 Petrol rationing is introduced, allowing each 
motorist about 200 miles of motoring per month. 

1942 Theodore Porter from Clevedon in Somerset, joins 
the Company of Veteran Motorists. Seventy years later, at 
98, he is GEM’s longest-serving member. 

1950 The British government ends petrol rationing. 

1958 Volvo introduces the seatbelt. 

1959 The Ml ‘London to Birmingham’ motorway, the 
UK’s first is opened. 

1961 The ‘MOT’ is introduced for cars over 10 years old. 

1965 The Government introduces a 70mph maximum 
speed as a ‘four month experiment’. 

1967 The breathalyser is introduced. All cars sold in 
Britain must now be fitted with front seatbelts. 

1973 Motorists queue for petrol and speeds are restricted 
to 50mph to conserve national stocks and consumption. 

1978 The Mercedes Benz S-class becomes the first pro¬ 
duction car with ABS. 

1981 The Mercedes Benz S-class gets a driver airbag. 

1983 Front seatbelt use becomes compulsory in the UK. 

1986 The first speed camera was introduced, in Texas. 

1987 All new cars sold in the UK must now be fitted with 
rear seatbelts. 

1994 European crash test standards, later to become 
EuroNCAF) begin. 

2002 Finnish sausage heir Jussi Salonaja was caught 
driving at 50mph in a 25 zone. He gets a salary-based fine 
of more than £120,000. 

2003 It becomes illegal to use a hand-held mobile phone 
while driving.

Only late goals for Notts County 
in their 4-3 win at Wycombe and 
Andy Williams’ strike for Yeovil in 
their 3-2 victory over Chesterfield 
meant a point was enough.
